Where 
the Wing is a direct one to the United States Patent & Trademark Office, the filing is defined in 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.53(b) as "the date on which: (1) A specification containing a description pursuant to § 1.71 and 
at least one daim pursuant to § 1.75; and (2) any drawing required by § 1.81 (a), are filed in the Patent 
and Trademark Office in the name of tfte actual inventor or inventors as required by § 1.41. " 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.97(b)(1). On the other hand, an intemationa! appiicatioh that enters the national stage occurs wfien 
the applicant has filed the documents and fees required by 35 U.S.C. § 371(c) within the periods set 
forth in § 1.494 or § 1.495.
